The Board is distributing approximately $65,000 ' annually to 24 in- 
stitutions, which in all cases is applied to current expenses. During 
the biennium their remiftances to our own Midland College amounted 
to $24,163, This Board reported that ten eastern Synods were co- 
operating to establich a Lutheran college for women, which they 
_ to be able to present to the church at the next general con- 
vention, * |

BENEVOLENCE. 


Memorials were received from seven Synods concerning the 
basis of apportionment, thus manifesting the interest centering in 
this department of the work of the Church. Five of these memorials 
were from Synods west of the Ohio River. Action on these memorials 
were referred to a special committee, to be named by the Executive 
Board, which shall study this problem as above indicated and fur- 
nish a report to the Synods to be held in 1925, if possible. 


. It was also recommended that each of the Synods be requested 
to prepare annually a budget which shall include all Kyments to be 
made by it; and that money received for the joint budgets of Synod 
_ the United Lutheran Church be proportionately divided between 
them, : 


" The budget adopted for the years 1926 and 1927 called for the 
following amounts: Foreign Missions, $600,000; Home Missions 
and Church Extension, $538,000; Northwestern Missions, $75,000; 
Immigrants Missions, $52,000; West Indies Missions, $77,000; Jewish 
Missions, $19,000; Education, $175,000; Parish and Charch School, 
$17,000; Inner Missions, $25,000; Ministerial Relief, $235,000; Dea- 
coness Work, $42,000; National Home for the Aged, $20,000; Tabitha 
Home, $13,000; Lowman Home, $4,000; National Lutheran Council, 
$23,000; American Bible Society, $5,000; United Lutheran Church 
Treasury, $80,000; making a grand total of $2,000,000. Of this 
amount the Kansas Synod is asked to contribute $21,311. As an aid 
in securing a satisfactory response to this budget the Every Member 


Canvass is strongly urged upon every congregation which is not 


now using this method. 


Under this heading would also come the recommendation of the 
_Laymen's Movement Committee that the month of November be 
considered stewardship month, during which time stewardship should 
be emphasized *through sermons; through the Sunday School; in- 
struetion and discussion and -specially organized discussion groups; 
. through the young people's organizations by pageants, playlets and 
study groups; in the women's organizations, through the presenta- 
tion of topic studies and discussions; in the Brotherhood, and through 
the distribution of suitable literature.” 


The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief received permis- 
sion to mark the tenth anniversary of the United Lutheran Church 
by a campaign throughout the Church for a $3,000,000 endowment. 
This campaign is to be condueted during 1927-1928. = 


From the abundance of interesting and valuable matter these 
are all that your delegation wishes to bring before you at this time. 
Other items will be presented to you by special committees. We are 
glad to state that the work of the Kansas Synod ranked high when 
compared with that reported from other parts of the. church, and 


we would urge that this Synod be never content to take other than __ 


the most advanced position in striving to fulfill the great commis-

The Board is now reaching out 
to Alaska and the prairie provinces of Canada, and giving s8pecial 
attention to Texas, Florida, North Carolina and the great cities. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Encouraging advancement in every field was the report of the 
Board of Foreign-Missions, with a growing interest manifested from 
the home field. The cry for help from, far off lands grows more 
insistent with every passing year, The Church dare not ignore the 
Master's great commission, or it will lose its right to the promise, 
«Lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the world.” 


” Two items of -special interest were the establisghment of the 
Andhra Christian College in India and the purchase of the Shantung 
Mission in China from the Berlin Mission Society. The college is 
to be organized in connection. with the proposed Andhra University, 
800n to be established, and is to be a first-grade college conducted 
in the Telugu area under Christian auspices, to develop leadership 
by those connected with the Christian Church. There are more than 
66U,090 baptized Christians in India, but their influence is small 
becar*2 »f the fact that very few of them possess the training neces- 
8ary jor leadership. Andhra College is to be a union college under 
a Board of Directors, a majority of whom are always to be members 
of the \Inited Lutheran Church. The doctrinal basis of the college 
is to be in harmony with the Washington Declaration of the United 
Lutheran Church. 


The Shantung mission has been organized since 1898, and has 
prospered under the direction of the Berlin Mission Society. Finan- 
cial conditions growing out of the war have made it necessary for 
this Society to relinquish the work. Our Foreign Missions Board 
has purchased the property from them for the 8xum of $185,500, It 
consists. of three main stations and thirty-one out stations. Rev. 
J. F. Krueger, D. D., Ph. D., has been placed in charge and is already 
on the field. 


These new enterprises, as well as the work which has long 
been under the direction of this Board, call for liberal support from 
our Churches. We are proud of the manner in which God has 


- honored our past service by giving us these enlarged opportunities. 


Who shall sound a note of retreat? If the maintenance of our for- 
eign work calls for sacrifice shall we not give it? _ 

" The finances of the Board show a slight improvement over 
the previous biennium, the amount of disbursements having been 
$1,642,466. The Board asks a larger response to its patron and 


_ protege plan. Fifty-two missionaries are *8upported by individual 


congregations in America, and it seems that many more congrega- 
tions could assume the s8ame task. Two young men from India, 
fruits of our_missjonary endeavors there, addressed the convention, 
and were received with great enthusiasm. 


. BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The work of this Board is not limited to collecting and - dis- 
tributing funds for our established colleges, but its activities take 
in a large field. It conducts a department. of work for women stu- 
dents, a department of religious work in State Universities, a .de- 
partment of recruiting for the ministry and a department of insti- 
tutions. The secretaries of these departments visit the colleges and 
universities all over the land, and render an immexzsurable servic? 
to our young people who are there preparing for their life work.

REPORT ON OUR SCHOOLS OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


Rev. C., H. B. Lewis, D. D., field secretary of the Parish and 
Church School Board, visited the territory of our Synod last spring. 
His time was limited to about ten days, but in that time he gave 
excellent and helpful service to a number of our churches. Begin— 
ning at Hutchinson on- April 23rd, he also visited Wellington, Wichi- 
ta, Peabody, Salina, Atchison and the Kansas City Churches. In 
accordance with the plane suggested by this department two confer- 
ences were held, the first at Peabody on April 27-28 and the North- 
east conference at Atchison April 30 and May 1st. Dr. Lewis gave 
helpful service at both these conferences. Unfortunately: the-weather 
and other adverse circumstances prevented a representative attend- 
ance at the Southwest conference at Peabody, but the Atchison con- 
ference was well attended and was reported as a s8plendid success. 


Last year's report mentioned a survey to be made by Dr. Lewis 
for the Board in co-operation with Synodical officers. This survey 
was made at the beginning of the present year. The results were 
tabulated for the information of the Board and copies are also to 
be furnished to the Sunday School secretaries of the Synods.

Report of Committee on Systematic Benevolence. 

Your Committee on Systematic Benevolence would report that with the ex- 
ception of issuing an address through the columns of the report of Committee 
on Traveling Secretary, scarcely anything has been done. 

They recommend that the committee be empowered to prepare a circular 
letter on systematic giving, to be sent to pastors of Synod for circulation 
among the members of their churches; that they be empowered also to pro- 
vide envelopes $uitable for the offerings to be made for the different benevo- 
lent objects of Synod; and that they also be instructed to do everyghing pos- 
vlble to increase the benevolent offerings of our churches. It is authorized to 
drawon the Treasurer of Synod for an amount to cover the expenses of print- 
Ing and mailing literature upon the subject of Bible-giving. |

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churches is evident from the large sale reached by several of those prepared 
and published by individuals, the one by Dr. Morris having reached the 2oth 
edition ten years ago, and the one by Dr. Conrad being now in the 24th thou- 
sand. It seems eminently desirable also that this need and demand should be 
met and supplied by a publication prepared under the direction of the Gen- 
eral Synod itself, and approved by it, in order that there might be as great 
uniformity as pessible in the instruction of our youth in the doctrines and faith 
of our Church. | 

The Committee of the General Synod have evidently done. their work con- 
scientiously and with painstaking care, and the result is highly creditable 
alike to them and to the Church. We regard this © Development” as now 
offered, superior in many respects to any other before the Church. The ar- 
rangement and proportion of parts are logical and symmetrical. The $tate- 
ments of truth and development of doetrine we regard as not only Scriptural, 
but soundly Lutheran, and in full accord with the doctrinal and confessional 
basis of the General Synod. The answers to the questions are, for the most 
part, brief and expressed in Simple terms. We are pleased also to find them 
nearly all cast in the form of complete propositions, which may be easily 
learned and retained by the catechumens, and which being $0 learned will 
furmsh them with complete definitions of the truth without the questions. We 
regard this feature as of great value. 

There are, however, in our judgment, still some defects which can, and 
Should, be remedied before the work is finally approved by the General Synod 
and given to the Church by its authority. There are occasional infelicities of | 
expression, ambiguous terms, and an uUnnecessary expansion or emphasis of 
points in- reference to which there is considerable difference of opinion in the 
General Synod and among Lutheran theologians generally. 

It may not be possible to prepare a Catechism which will be universally ac- 
ceptable, but time should be taken, and no pains spared to correct or remove 
all features to which reasonable objection may be made, and to make the work 
as nearly perfect as possible. Even if it should require another decade of 
years to accomplish this, we would regard it time and labor well spent in,order 
to reach $0 deyirable a result as the possession and publication by the General 
Synod of a Catechism which should be generally satisfactory to our pastors and 
people. In order to attain 'this end it is our judgment that the Committee of 
the General Synod be continued-at least another biennium, with the addition, 
perhaps, of several more active pastors, said committee to take note of all 
criticigms and suggestions coming from the several Synods or from competent 
individuals, and then again carefully revise their work and submit the result to
